They raised 'em rugged and' tough back in the days when the 
west was young. A man had to be slow talking or fast on the draw, 
and it was dangerous to talk out-of-turn. even to a kid — Billy 
the Kid. for instance ... he was only 12 the day he shot and killed 
the first of twenty-one victims lor a fancied insult to his mother! 

Outlaw Wess Harden had a violent career from early youth, 
and spent most of his days fleeing the law. Despite the fact that he 
had killed thirty-five men in his time, when the law finally caught 
up with him he was sentenced to only twenty-five years in prison. 
Harden came out after just sixteen years, studied law and set up 
practice in Texas. He was shot through the back. of the head one 
night by a badman named John Sellman, who was jealous because 
Harden had killed more men in his outlaw career than he, Sellman, 
had killed! 

Another character with an itchy trigger-finger was Bill Longley, 
known to have shot dead almost as many men as Wess Harden. At 
last he was caught, tried, and sentenced to hang . . . but with the 
aid of some friends, Longley had an iron collar made for his neck, 
and a complicated arrangement of heavy rubber bands that lead 
from the iron collar, down through his clothes and under his in- 
steps. The arrangement was supposed to break his fall, and prevent 
his neck from breaking. So Bill Longley was "hanged", and weep- 
ing relatives claimed his body, placed it in a coffin, and made- off 
with it. It has never been proved that Longley was still alive when 
they carried him away ... on the other hand, no one has ever 
found his grave! 

In the early 1900's the west tamed down . . . most of its outlaws 
had done each other in. or had met death at the hands of the law. 
But many lived on. peaceful cituens. and some even found their 
way to Hollywood to play the parts of badmen in early western 
movies! 



HEADLINES OF YESTERWEST 

CHEROKEE BILL HANGED. NO. 13 JINX IN HIS LIFE 
COMES TO END. 

The strange series of 13's surrounding the career of Crawford Goldsby 
alias "Cherokee Bill" was a favorite conversation topic among Westerners 
near the close of the last century. The fatal 13's first appeared on the ho- 
rizon in 1895 when Cherokee had killed 13 men and a reward of $1,300 had 
been offered for his capture — dead or alive. His 13th victim had been ac- 
counted for after firing 13 shots on the 26th (twice 13) day of March, 
1895. He was tried for murder in a trial which lasted 13 hours and the 
presiding Judge, Isaac C. Parker, took 13 minutes to charge the jury. 
That body of men found Cherokee guilty in exactly 13 minutes of delibera- 
tion. To top it all Cherokee Bill was hanged at Fort Smith, Arkansas, on 
April 13, 1896. 

COURT RULES DONKEY FINDER OF VALUABLE 
LEAD MINE. 
In 1885 a unique case was presented to the U. S. District Court of 
Idaho in the form of a dispute over the ownership of a mine. O'Rourke 
and Kellogg, two grizzled prospectors in search of gold, had borrowed a 
donkey to help them carry provisions and equipment While working the 
Idaho Hills near the town of what is now Kellogg, they missed the don- 
key. A search disclosed the animal standing on a rich outcropping of lead 
ore on the location of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan Mine. A dispute arose 
when -the rightful owner of the animal claimed a share. Judge Norman 
Buck decided that the donkey was the official discoverer of the mine and 
awarded its owner a one-half interest.

"OOFTY GOOFTY" FELLED BY MIGHTY JOHN L. SULLIVAN. 

One of the most fantastic characters to delight audiences of the San 
Francisco Barbary Coast was a little man known only as "Oofty Goofty" 
He first discovered he was immune to pain when he was kicked out of a 
saloon onto a stone sidewalk. For 15 years after that he eked out a meager 
living by letting himself be hit for a price. For a dime a man could hit 
Oofty as hard as he pleased, and for 25c he could use a walking stick. 
A half dollar entitled the hitter to use a bat "Oofty Goofty's" career came 
to an end when John L. Sullivan hit him with a billiard stick and injured 
his back.
